NEW PREMISES PROJECT 


As earlier mentioned, progress was slower than 
anticipated but by the 31st March, 1973, the main 
building structure had been completed and, in the Club

Col. R. W. Mclver floors, all internal brick walls had been completed and 
Lt. J. M. Oxley good progress had been achieved by the mechanical, 
Fit. Lt. M. F. Penfold electrical and plumbing trades. 
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The programmed time for completion of the main 
Club fitting out contract has been considerably affected 
by time lost due to inclement weather and industrial 
stoppages with the result that the date of practical 
completion is now forecast to be during August, 1973. 


These delays, with inherent cost increases, have had 
their effect on the financial planning for project. 
Coupled with this also has been the effect of the 
depressed stock market which has meant that the value 
of the Club's holding in BHP Shares is approximately 
half the figure taken into account when our financial 
borrowing was planned and the loan taken up in April, 
1972. Accordingly, the Committee is now seeking addi- 
tional finange. 


At the date of this report, the lifts are installed and 
working, plumbing, wall finishes and tiling are complete 
in bedrooms, plastering is proceeding well in other 
areas, kitchen and bar equipment is being installed and 
the shop fitter is at full pressure in offsite production 
of fitments and panelling and with necessary other 
structural work on site. 


We look forward to occupancy between mid August 
and mid September, 1973, subject to industrial condi- 
tions being favourable. 


PRESENTATION OF ACCOUNTS 


The alternative of presenting consolidated or indiv- 
idual accounts of a group of Companies to members 
each year is laid down by the Companies Act, 1961, 
as amended. Because the activities of the Club’s 
subsidiary company are basically distinct from those 
of the general Club operations and, since no significant

Members will note that the major items which 
created the decline were a reduction in the interest 
receivable from ISC Holdings Pty. Limited of $50,379 
plus increases in salaries, wages and other directly 
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associated expenses at $22,399, together totalling 
$72,778, from which an advantage of $2,178 arising 
from sundry other movements in income or expenses 
may be deducted, resulting in the total decline shown 
above. 


SUPPORT TO SUBSIDIARY COMPANY 


During the early part of the year, the subsidiary 
company mortgaged its land at 33/35 York Street, 
Sydney and, after settling the temporary secured 
advance from the Commonwealth Trading Bank of Aus- 
tralia and costs associated with the securing of the 20 
year mortgage loan, made the remaining amount avail- 
able to the Club. 


Of the amount of $391,575 so received, the Club 
invested on its own behalf certain funds on short call 
and some on a secured advance, but for reasons of 
tax saving only, acted as the holder of funds invested 
on behalf of its subsidiary in purchasing Bills of 
Exchange, and the discount received from these specific 
transactions to 28th February, 1973 ($16,880) was thus 
income of ISC Holdings Pty. Limited, and is so shown 
in its accounts. 


To the extent that any balance of funds be available 
before the premises are completed their “beneficial 
ownership” will be decided from time to time and with 
a view to obtaining the best tax advantage.
